A pleaſurable or delicate Life, ſo called by ſome, is a 
dangerous kind of living apprehended by others ; that which by 
ſome is counted outward pleaſure , by others is witneſſed to 
produce inward danger ; for to ſpeak belt or the moſt we can, of 
ſuch as make pleaſure their Lite,are but dead while they live,for 
ſo ſaith the Apoſtle, She that liverh 1» pleaſure, or may be read 1 Tims. 
delicate, 1s dead while ſhe lrveth : wozldly pleaſure is that wha "oY" hs 
t2nds unto ſorrow ; ye have lived in pleature 01 the earthy 
bzen wanton. Oh but man/- mind the end of ſuch a kaſd of 
Life, and then tell me what men get by their pleaſure, when 
they have nouriſhed ther hearts 4s in the day of ſlaughter ; if ſuch Tam, $3 
wit ſwim in worldly pleaſure (while others are oppreſled, _ 5. 
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their Conciences burdened) would conſider, the coming of the 
Lord draws nigh; ſure 1t may induce them to ſome ſenous and 
ſober conſideration, of what will become of them in this Day of 
the Lord, when they ſhall be Arreigned at the Bar of his Judg- 
ment $2ar, and there be charged by the Judge himſelf, as one 
that is a lover of pleaſures more then a lover of God ; wilt not thou 
be forced to cry, Guilty my Lord, and ſo paſs under the Dread- 
ful Sentence of Eternal Death, without remedy, as being one 
that is Convicted, Judged, and Condemned, whoſe portion 
will bz miſery to all Erernity.
